Ninety- one workers were present 
Friday night at the Annual Budget 
Campaign supper given at the Y. M. 
C. A. President Wm. O. Hinton an- 
nounced the purpose of the meeting 
was to organize teams to make the 
canvass for funds to promote V. M. 
C. A. work during 1921. The cam 
paign opened formally yesterday, 
following public endorsement by *he 
ministers of Bourbon county from 
their pulpits on Sunday. Some of 
the workers began their campaign 
Saturday. 

The budget of income for the vear 
was announced by Secretary C. BL 
Harrison to be $5,500, and the 
budget of expense to be $13,690.

CHARLES AT DYNASTY CRADLE 

Ex-Ruler of Austria Sees Ruined Cha- 
teau of Hapsburg, Switz- 
erland. 

Geneva, Switzerland. — Former Em- 
peror Charles of Austria, nephew of 
the late Emperor Francis Joseph, was 
received in democratic fashion when 
he visited a few days ago the cradle 
of the Hapsburg dynasty, the ruined 
Chateau Hapsburg, in the canton of 
Argovie. 

A Swiss farmer, who now owns the 
grounds of the former chateau, invited 
the erstwhile monarch into his kitchen 
and the exiled ruler and the farmer 
had an animated talk for nearly an 
hour. Charles was accompanied by 
two priests and two detectives. 

The Hapshurg castle was construct- 
ed in the year 1020 and only the outer 
wails are standing today. The ances- 
tors of Charles were expelled from 
Switzerland In 1380 after they had 
been defeated In the battle of Sem- 
pach. 



RAIL DEATHS AT LOW MARK 



Fewer Killed in Railway Accidents in 
1919 Than in Any Year 



Washington. — Fewer persons were 
killed on railroads during 1919 than 
in any year since 1898, and fewer were 
injured than in any year since 1910, 
said a statement issued by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

During 1919 a total of 6,978 persons 
were killed and 149,053 injured, com- 
pared with 6,859 killed In 1898 and 
119.507 injured in 1910. 

Of the killed during the year 277 
were passengers and of the Injured 7,- 
456 were passengers. Employees killed 
during 1919 numbered 2,138, and 131,- 
018 were injured. 

Fewer trespassers on railroads were 
killed in 1919 than during any year of 
the commission's records, which go 
back to 1890. Last year 2,553 tres- 
passers were killed and 2,658 injured. 
Railroad officials said there were less 
persons out of employment and fewer 
tramps than formerly, because of the 
war.

Distribution of 1921 autotnobilu 
licenses for the State of Kentucky 
began yesterday. In every county in 
the State the County Clerks have 
been provided with license plates and 
the necessary blanks, and it is to 
them, instead of the State Automo- 
bile Department, that automobile 
owners must apply for permits. The 
new license tags will be the same size 
as those of 1920, and with the same 
white background. But instead of 
the letters and numbers being in 
black this time they are in brown 
Chauffeurs (must also go to the 
County Clerk for their license. 

The Clerk will get a commission 
of thirty cents a tag for issuing the 
licenses, but as another statute gives 
the Clerks five per cent, of the 
amount of the license for issuing 
them the County Clerks of the State 
will institute suit to deermine the 
validity of the new law.
